We are

glad that the city beside the silent tea waves

is going a head and boomirjg, but the Pest
greatly errs when it says that real estate sales

in Dallas lire confined to two or three a
eek. We simply refer it to reports made

hour paper from twice to four times a
month, filling up a column or more each
time:

During the month of March, there were
nearly one hundred deeds filed for record,
whereby many thctmndj of dollars changed
hands in Houston. This shows a lively state
of things iu our real estate market, but when
we take into consideration that only two or
three sales per week are reported in Waives-to-

and Dallas, and scarcely that many in
gan Antonio, or even New Orleans, we feel
justified in saying that Houstou is the most
prosperous city in the Bouth Truo,
we have not the advantages yet of a metrop-
olis, yot our jobbers anil cotton men have
had all thoy could do this year. But we ure
tha winter of nine railroads, employing about
four thousand men in and about the city,
snd who live and spend their earnings here.
Houston is the great lumber mart of Texas.
The principal dealers either live here or have
their offices in this city, where they and their
employees 'purchase all their supplies for
their mills in the country. We have several
foundries and manufactories, all omolovinir a
large number of men.

The Jefferson Democrat in commenting on

This is all correct; but while this is unde-
niably true that there are a class of

Prominent
among these necessary improvements tho
mayor mentions tho laying of hotter sidewalks
and the gradual but siiro extension of thor-
oughly macadamized streets.
